Scores ot lives were saved this 
morning when C., M. 6c St. I*, pas­ 
senger train No. 55, running at Hie 
rate of fifty-five miles an hour be­ 
tween Tomah and Oakdale, was flag­ 
ged by a section hand within a tew 
yards of a disconnected rail. 
A sectiori hand, employed between 
these two stations to walk the traek 
looking for loose bolts, discovered the 
break while No. 55 was but a quar­ 
ter of a mile away. 
It is probable 
that the train would have been de­ 
tailed with the possibility of a great 
loss of life. 
It is the opinion of the train crew 
that the break was caused by a con­ 
traction of the steel as the result of 
the extreme cold of last night. 
It was found that the anglebars 
connecting the rails 
had 
become 
loose, and with the strain caused by 
the. contraction had snapped 
their 
bolts. 
There is a slight bend near 
the 
place where th** break occiired which 
kept the section hand from view’ un­ 
til No. 55 was within a few train 
lengths of him. As the engine round' 
cd the curve, the engine crew noticed 
the man in the middle of the track 
waving a small red flog. 
Air was 
applied and the steam was reversed, 
stopping the huge engine but fifteen 
or twenty yards from the signalling 
man. 
When passengers heard the wheels 
screech and the train stop so sudden­ 
ly, a number of them, with the train 
and engine crew went to the head of 
the train to investigate. 
They found the section hand al­ 
ready b u s y with his wrench and bolts 
replacing the angle bars. 
He did not 
seem to realize that he was a hero. 
No. 55 was not delayed more than 
three minutes. 
The crew of No. 55 
arriving here at 10:45 made a re­
